Paris, Mar. 5 (AP)—American 


tanks and infantry stormed into 
Cologne at 7:10 a. m. today in a 
final powerful attack on the 
great Rhineland metropolis, and 
slowly fought toward the heart 
of Germany's fourth largest city. 


The final assault started in the 


cold darkness of 4 a. m. 


Maj. 
Gen. Maurice Rose's 


Third Armored Division passed 
the city limits, striking from 
the north through the suburb of 
Bockelemuend. There the tanks 
were about three miles front the 
towering Gothic cathedral at the 
heart of Cologne, long the most 
ravished city of the Rhineland. 
House to house 
fighting 
was 


touched off quickly, AP Correspond- 
ent Don Whitehead, with the First 
Army, reported. 


Close in for Kill 


Cologne lay under a pall of smoke. 


The thunder of battle was rolling 
across the city in increasing fury as 
the Americans closed in for the HH 
on the llth day of their great drive 
from the Roer river, 21 miles behind. 


To the north, the American Ninth 


Army captured Homberg, a manu- 
facturing west bank suburb of Duis- 
burg, and the approaches to two 
Rhine bridges. Lt. Gen. William H. 
Simpson's men stood on the Rhine 
for 15 miles, and Canadians to the 
north held another 52 miles stretch, 
of the meandering west banks.

passed 60,000. A blackout was im- 
posed partially on Third Army move- 
ments toward Coblenz and the mid- 
dle Rhine, suggesting an imminent 
breakthrough there. The Seventh 
Army fought in the Siegfried line 
just outside the Saar capital of 
Saarbruecken. which, was under 
heavy artillery fire.

Artil- 
lery and troops had been ordered 
to hold their fire away from the 
magnificent structure. 


Trap 4,000 Nails 


Resistance from remnants of six 


tank and Volksgrenadier divisions 
was comparatively light on the fringe 
of the city. The Germans had pulled 
most defenders deeper Into the ruins, 
leaving antitank and flak guns to 
guard approaches over which tanks 
clanked. 


Infantrymen went in to clean out 


factories and houses in -which the 
Germans were holed up. Tanks ran 
us and opened fire at point blank 
range into houses which were strong- 
points. 


Prisoners captured in the first 


thrust said most Nazis had pulled 
back to a line of defense on the 
Lingstrasse, which circles Cologne 
roughly on the line of its former 
walls, which protected the city in 
ancient times. 


Some 4,000 desperately fighting 


Germans were trapped outside the 
city when the Third Armored Divi- 
sion cut the last road leading to the 
Hohenzollern 
bridge 
across the 


Rhine, 1,300 to 1,700 feet wide at 
Cologne. 


First Advances 


Infantry of the Ninth Army cap- 


tured western approaches to two 
Rhine bridges in the cross-river 
suburbs of Duisburg in a victory in 
which Homberg was taken. 


A great artillery duel raged across 


the Rhine and the Germans broad- 
cast unsubstantiated reports that the 
Americans already had won their 
first crossing. At supreme head- 
quarters, this was regarded as un- 
likely but a sign of how the Nazis 
are thinking.

quickly, General Eisenhower may 
make a considerable pause on the 
west side before attempting a cross- 
ing.

The European weather man must 


be a fifth columnist because he 
again has favored the Nazis by giv- 
ing them the cover of fog and nasty 
skies to aid their withdrawal. This 
naturally has hampered the Allied 
air forces which otherwise would 
strafe the retreating enemy_ heavily. 


In considering the Allied crossing 


of the Rhine, it must be remembered 
that it is a tremendous project. You 
can't just rush soldiers over and call 
it a day's work. They must have food 
supplies and equipment of all sorts.

MORE GERMAN 
PRISONERS TO 
COME TO AREA 


Baltimore, March 5 (AP>—Ap- 


proximately 25,000 German prisoners 
of war will ba brought into the 
three-state Third Service Command 
within the next three months to 
help alleviate farm and military 
post labor shortages, command offi- 
cials announced today. 


The prisoners to be assigned to 


Maryland, Virginia and Pennsyl- 
vania will come from the 100,000 
German prisoners who the War de- 
partment already has reported are 
lo be biought to this country during 
the spring and summer. 


Of the 25,000, estimated 10,000 are 


to be assigned to Maryland for work 
on farms, in canneries and on mili- 
tary posts. The remainder will be 
allocated to Virginia and Pennsyl- 
vania. The Seivicc Command said 
quotas lor the other states will de- 
pend upon certifications through the 
War Manpower Commission and

Weather Man Favors N ails 
We are not yet in position to draw- 
final conclusions as to what develop­ 
ments the end of Rundstedt's rear­ 
guard stand may be. As I pointed 
out last week, ii the Nazi marshal 
has been able to withdraw strong 
forces to the east bank of the Rhine 
and 
is able to reorganize 
them 
quickly, General Eisenhower may 
make a considerable pause on the 
west side before attempting a cross­ 
ing 
If Rundstedt's army is badly 
disorganized, then the Allied com­ 
mander may rush after his enemy to 
finish him off. 
The European weather man must 
be a fifth columnist l>eeause he 
again has favored the Nazis by giv­ 
ing them the cover of fog and nasty 
skies to aid their withdrawal. This 
naturally lias hampered the Allied 
air forces which otherwise would 
strafe the retreating enemy heavily.

(f outlnued from Page 5) 
sowings in small lots is a good rule 
for all except winter radishes which 
take two months to mature and re­ 
main good for six weeks. They grow 
very Farge, some weighing several 
pounds 


One way to grow earl.', radishes is 
to mix them with the seeds of par­ 
sley, parsnips, 
carrots and 
beets, 
all of which are slow to germinate. 
Not more than a tenth as many 
radishes as tile other seeds should 
be used. Hie radishes will germinate 
quickly, "m arking the row” where 
the other seeds lie. which will as­ 
sist you in cultivating. Be sure to 
pull and eat the radishes as they 
mature before they can crowd the 
slower crops.
